Israel Defies 
U.N. Security

Yet a relatively small 
number seek "instant" cures, chal­ 
lenging the institutions and proc­ 
esses of government. They advocate 
civil disobedience, organized pro­ 
tests in various forms. A few even 
espouse and promote rioting and 
violence. 
The message of Law Day USA 
this year reminds us that we cannot 
build by destroying. We cannot 
strengthen some freedoms b f 
weakening others. In our commu­ 
nities, and in the nation, we fan 
only advance through united action 
within the framework of law. 
It is a message to all Americans, 
worth noting and remembering.

Britain seems to have found a partial 
answer to highway fatalities, in the 
stringent breath-test it gives drivers 
suspected of having one too many at 
the favorite pub. Since the law was 
enacted last October, traffic fatalities 
have dropped as much as 33 percent. 
Under the law, drivers must comply 
with an officer’s request to take the 
breath test. If the test registers more 
than 80 milligrams of alcohol in IOO 
milliters of blood, the suspect faces 
a maximum of four months in prison 
and a $240 fine. 
A number of habits have 
been 
changed as a result of the law. Many 
rural pub owners complain bitterly 
about a drastic drop in business. Many 
Britons have switched to drinking at 


home. Cab companies report sizable 
increases in their business 
when the 
pubs close at ll p.m. 
But 
the 
results 
are 
impressive. 
During the first three months the law 
was in effect, road deaths dropped 23 
per cent. During December, usually the 
worst month of the year, fatalities 
dropped 33 percent from the previous 
year. 
As the Royal Society for Prevention 
of Accidents sums it up: “The new 
regulations have had a spectacular 
effect.” 
Perhaps the United States, which also 
has a high number of highway ac­ 
cidents caused by drinking drivers, 
could profit from Britain’s experiment.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
March 
trade 
figures, 
which 
showed the United States im­ 
ported more goods than it ex­ 
ported, demonstrate the eventu­ 
al futility of artificial trade and 
travel controls while inflation 
runs free of restraints. 
The 
American 
traveler 
is 
urged, in effect, to stay home 
rather than travel abroad so 
that his dollars won’t fall into 
foreign hands. But the lack of 
controls on government spend­ 
ing have had the opposite effect. 
It is generally recognized that 
the inflated economy—plus a 
dock strike in March and a re­ 
duction of some tariffs here but 
not in Europe—must take most 
of the blame for the decrease in 
exports relative to imports. 
American goods, carrying in­ 
flated price tags, failed to at­ 
tract foreign buyers. At the 
same time, inflation put a lot of 
dollars 
into American hands 
and these were used to buy for­ 
eign goods. 
As a result, imports exceeded 
exports by 
$157.7 
million in 


March, the first time since 1963 
that the United States in any 
month failed to send abroad 
more merchandise than it pur­ 
chased abroad. 
If this same rate of deficit 
were to be continued for one 
year—and, admittedly, this is 
unlikely—the 
total 
would 
be 
close to $1.9 billion. By contrast, 
the most that travelers would 
reduce the balance of payments 
deficit by, under present propos­ 
als, is $500 million a year. 
The example shows why ado- 
cates of a tax increase to con­ 
tain inflation—and thus help 
correct the balance of payments 
deficit — have been turning blue 
with frustration. 
To restrict the amount of dol­ 
lars American companies may 
invest abroad, they say, is self 
defeating over a period of sever­ 
al years. Controls may save dol­ 
lars today. But those dollars, in­ 
vested in profitable enterprises 
abroad, would 
return 
them­ 
selves 
many 
fold 
in 
future 
years. 
One of the first results of this 


adverse trade balance, and the 
country’s failure to treat its 
causes, is to fuel the fears of 
foreign governments that the 
dollars they hold are shrinking 
in value. Already fearful, these 
governments could now be con­ 
vinced. More dollars may be 
turned in for gold. 
The next result may be to 
spur Congress into action to put 
the country’s fiscal affairs in or­ 
der so as to reduce inflation, 
pay the government’s bills and 
thus restore confidence in the 
dollar and its purchasing power. 
In the opinion of most econo­ 
mists, the urgent and immedi­ 
ate needs of the economy now 
are for less government spend­ 
ing, temporarily higher taxes, 
and a monetary policy that can, 
as a result of stability, be per­ 
mitted to mesh with fiscal poli­ 
cy. 
Domestic inflation, the right 
to travel and invest abroad, the 
trade deficit and many more 
problems all have the same 
cause: 
economic 
mismanage­ 
ment.

Bill Aids Films

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - The 
film industry' received a ray of 
hope for its economic woes last 
week when the California Sen­ 
ate passed a bill that might end

The Senate bill, which still 
faces the hurdle of the assem­ 
bly, would eliminate the copy­ 
right and exhibition value from

inventories.

their potential returns at the 
box-office. 
The assessment tax has long 
been a bugaboo to the studios.

Navy Medical Corpsmen 


Win 2,500 Purple Hearts

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Navy’s medical chief says Navy 
medical corpsmen serving with 
the Marines in South Vietnam 
have been awarded more than 
2,500 Purple Heart medals for 
death or wounds in action. 
Vice Adm. Robert B. Brown, 
Navy 
surgeon 
general, 
cited 
that figure when asked in an in­ 
terview 
about 
reports 
Navy 
corpsmen had suffered unusual­ 
ly heavy casualties. 
Brown said it is not possible 
to relate the number of corps­ 
men casualties to the over-all 
total of Navy medics who have 
served in Vietnam. 
But he mentioned the 2,562 
Purple Hearts and more than 
300 decorations for bravery as 
awarded Navy corpsmen to in­ 
dicate the degree to which the 
medics had 
been exposed in 
combat against the North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong. 
Latest figures show there are 
some 4,000 Navy enlisted corps­ 
men in the war zone. Many of 
them see combat with the Ma­ 
rines while others are stationed 
on two hospital ships. 
Some other sources said the 
Navy had become so strapped 
for enlisted medics that consid 
eration was given recently to 
calling some Navy Reserve spe­ 
cialists to active duty. 
Brown did not comment di­ 
rectly, but did say, “We have 
never been given the privilege 
of calling up Naval Reservists.” 
Navy 
authorities 
estimated 
that some 5 per cent of the sai­ 
lors who become medical corps­ 
men volunteer for duty in which 
they accompany Marine rifle­ 
men into battle.

school, corpsmen receive some 
specialized training and under­ 
go 4Va weeks of field service 
school before going out with the 
Marines. 
Eight Navy medics are as­ 
signed to each 250-man Marine 
company. The Marines have no 
medics of their own.

—said public works projects ap­ 
pear prime targets for any 
budget slashing. Space projects 
and military research also could 
be cut back, he said. 
Senate and House conferees

boost income taxes $10 billion 
while reducing 
authority 
for 
long-range government spend 
ing by some $20 billion. 
At issue is a Senate-passed 
measure to impose the IO per 
cent surcharge and cut spending

The conferees reportedly are 
considering eliminating the sur­ 
charge plan in favor of revising 
tax rates upward. But sources 
indicated that if this were done 
the increased tax bite for indi­ 
viduals and corporations would 
remain about the same as under 
a surcharge.

Rigidly Enforced Curfew 


Brings Calm to Bermuda 


HAMILTON, Bermuda (AP) 
A rigidly enforced curfew 
and 560 police and troops kept 
Bermuda 
quiet Sunday after 
three days of violence. Informed 
sources said the nightly curfew 
may stay on until after the re­ 
sort island’s general election 
May 23. 
The 7 p.m.-to-dawn curfew 
also kept thousands of Ameri­ 
can tourists confined to their ho­ 
tels, but most of them normally 
dine 
there 
anyway and spend 
the evening playing bingo or 
dancing in the hotel ballrooms. 
A detachment of 180 members 
of Britain’s Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers arrived by plane Sun­ 
day night to help local forces 
quell any further outbreak of 
what the governor, Lord Mar­ 
ion mere, called the “hoodlum- 
ism” that swept this normally 
tranquil island. 
Also helping keep order on the 
island where most of the whites 
and Negroes subsist on the tour­ 
ist trade is the British frigate 
Leopard. 
After rioting Thursday and 
Friday nights, there were four 
explosions and half a dozen mi 
nor blasts Saturday night but 
Sunday was without incident. 
Barbed wire barricades cut the 
coral roads, manned by police, 
firemen and troops of the Ber­ 
muda 
Regiment, 
both Negro 
and white. 
The main violence occurred 
Thursday and Friday when 12 
persons 
were 
injured 
and 
$250,000 worth of damage was 
done. 
Officials here insist that the 
disturbances were neither ra ­ 
cially nor politically motivated, 
although most of them were 
caused by marauding bands of 
Negro youths. 
Alan Butterfield, a candidate 
for the legislature of the pre­ 
dominantly Negro Popular La­ 
bor 
party—the 
PLP—charged 
that the troubles were caused 


“by the limey cops’ irresponsi­ 
ble actions” in putting down the 
first riot. 
The PLP demands independ­ 
ence from Britain and wants to 
keep 
out 
Britons 
whom 
it 
claims take the 
better jobs 
here. 
Bermuda has a permanent 
population of approximately 50, 
OOO. The white minority has 
always dominated the govern­ 
ment as well as the economy, 
but the election next month will 
be the first under universal 
suffrage, and this will give the 
PLP its first chance to get con­ 
trol of the government.
